Britain’s Stand for Freedom. 


on April 17th, 18838— Macaulay. 
the great English orator and historian, delivered in Parliament 
the second of his stirring appeals for the removal of Jewish 
civil disabilities. A-few days before that significant centenary 
was reached the British Parliament was again the tribune 
from which came in ringing tones an impassioned demand 
for Jewish freedom. Great Britam, the protagonist of 
human liberty, has found nothing to retract during the 
intervening years. The appeal of Macaulay has been responded 
io and there are no regrets. This country stands unswery- 
ingly by the teaching of one of the most brilliant of its sons, 
and has consecrated afresh the noblest of its traditions-—- 
in the face of the challenge that has come to them from a 
Western land that has claimed to be the home of culture, and 
the very hub of human progress. But Germany, to-day, has set 
out to undo Jewish emancipation, and to re-assert the mediaeval 
doctrines about the Jew which Macaulay so successfully assailed 
a century ago. ~ Let us,” said the British orator, “ do justice 
to the Jews. Let us open to them every career in which ability 
and energy can be displayed.” “ Let us re-close every avenue 
we have opened to the Jews in the past,” is the policy of 
Germany's new rulers, “let us re-enslave the Jews!" Against 
that return to Egyptian darkness the British Parliament has 
raised its voice. Britain sees in it not only an act of unconscion- 
able and dastardly oppression, but a defiance of the democratic 
spirit, and of all the Liberal ideals which have humanised and 
ennobled the modern world. It knows that Hitlerism and 
human advancement cannot co-exist, and it proclaims that of 
these two incompatibles it is not Liberalism in all its broad 
teaching that must perish, if civilisation is to go forward in 
security and peace. 

We are profoundly thankful for the magnificent speeches of 
Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN, Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL, Sir JOHN 
Srmon, Major ATTLEE and the other members who took part 
in last Thursday's debate, and we are glad that in the chorus 
of reprobation Jewish voices were not lacking. It will be a long”

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time before Sir AUSTEN'S virile denunciation of Hitlerism will 
be forgotten. It will reverberate round the world until the 
villainies of the *Hitlerist regime are obliterated and done 
with. “ What,” he demanded, “is this new spirit of German 
nationalism ? The worst of the All-Prussian Imperialism, with 
an added savagery, a racial pride, an exclusiveness which cannot 
illow to any fellow-subject not of pure Nordic birth equality of 
rights and citizenship with the nation to which he belongs.”

Qur tradition counts for our own people and for 
Murope and the world. Europe is menaced; and Germany is 
afflicted by this narrow, exclusive, aggressive spirit, where it 
isacrime to be in favour of peace and a crime to be a Jew.’ 
Let the Nazis note that this rousing declaration came not from 
a member of the Left parties which they profess to despise, but 
from a great Conservative leader. Tt was echoed by another 
foremost Conservative statesman, Mr. CHrrcHIi. 
and adopted by Sir JOHN SIMON, speaking on behalf of the 
British Government. Similar denunciations are coming, equally 
loudiv, from all civilised communities on both sides of the 
Atlantic. et the Uitlerists, if they are not utterly besotted 
bestialised by-yvears of their own teachings, ask themselves 
whither they are driving. 

It is the height of stupidity for them to lodge protests with 
the British Government, Britain and other countries will 
listen to the Nazix when they give definite evidence that t hres 
have shed their barbarisin and returned to the ways of sanity. 
Our great contemporary, The Times, for whose reports and 
judgments on the present trials every friend of liberty must be 
crateful, asked its readers, in a leading article, last Saturday, to 
remember that ~ Herr HITLER’s speeches since his accession to 
power have not heen provocative. nor has lus foreign policy 
been azivthing but. correct.”

of German Jewry ave being prosecuted with German thorough. 
ness amd Hitlerite pitilessness. The other day, the Chancellor's 
Minister of Propaganda, GOEBBELS, pleaded in an Knglsh paper 
that not a single anti-Jewish law had been passed, 
even that exiguous justification cannot be advanced. The new 
Civil Service Law will expel all Jews from the service of the State 
who held no posts before the War or who did not serve in the. 
irenches. When the small fortunate minority who fulfil these 
qualifications have retired or died, the German Civil Service will 
be Judenrein. tn this connection, even officials who have the 
misfortune to have had a Jewish grandparent are labelled Jews. 
The Hitlerist law of hate extends unto the third generation! 
This specimen of Nazi legislation enables the chairs of 
the universities to be cleared of Jews, and a first batch of 
sixteen eminent Professors has already gone. Another new 
Reich law is to regulate the admission of Jews to legal practice, 
and actually to raise the number of Jewish lawyers permitted to 
practise in Berlin from thirty-five, as reeently decreed, to about 
1.000. This would still leave large numbers of Jewish lawvers 
without their legitimate rights, and, as authoritatively explained, 
everything depends on how the elucidatory regulations which 
accompany the law are construed in practice. When the inter- 
pretation is available, it will not be many of those 1,000 Jews 
who will escape through the Nazi entanglements. In the sphere 
of education, again, an order transforming Prussian universities 
into strongholds of pan-Germanism, Nazi ideology and 
martial ardour has been issued by the Prussian Ministry 
of Education, and the Times’ Berlin correspondent tells 
us that the Reich Government will probably promulgate a 
law making this new “ student law’’ uniform for all German 
Universities. And so the whole atrocity of Jewish exter- 
mination proceeds— according to plan’’—despite HITLER's 
“ unprevocative” speeches, Its disgusting, ghoulish spirit 
extends even to the very dead; for Jewish medical students 
have been forbidden to dissect non-Jewish “ subjects” at the 
Munich University, and must in future confine themselves to the 
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bodies of Jews! Aft the same time, the “ individual actions ” 


of Nazi hooligans still continue. The correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, a week or so ago, gave detailed cases of 
beatings and tortures, resulting in death, which he had person- 
ally investigated. The whole programme of Hitlerism, in short, 
isin course of full and ruthless realisation. Until the moderate 
and mealy-mouthed HrrLer calls off his roughs and bullies, and 
restores the rights of free citizens, MoO quarter ean be shown 
vy decent peoples, and the abppres hensions for the maintenance 
of international peace expressed by Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN, 
and shared in every other country, will be justified up to 
the tilt. 

Meanwhile, we welcome Sir JOHN SIMON’S assurarice 
that the authorities will not be unfeeling or niggardly in the 
iiministration of the Aliens Act. We are ‘also glad that the 
loors of Palestine are to be more widely open: for Jewish 
refugees from the Nazi terror. If ever there Was a need for 
making Palestine a true Jewish National Home, it 1s now. 
Jews have both a moral and a legal right to shelter in their 
ancient land. We hope that here, too, no” niggardly ” policy will 
be pursued, and that the theory of “absorptive capacity ” will not 
be pushed to unreasonable lengths. Palestine is to-day prosperous 

thanks largely to Jewish money and enterprise. It can absorb 
not one but many thousand immigrants, especially immigrants 
of the able and educated German-Jewish type. In this grave 
hour of Jewish suffering let it at anv rate be said that the 
world has offered the reparation of providing a land where the 
Jews can dwell as by right, and live, unhampered, the full life of

The Consultative Committee. 

The Central Jewish Consultative Committee is a glaring 
instance of possible duplication. “It is hoped,’ says its Chair- 
man, “to make this Committee as fully representative of 
Anglo-Jewish life as possible, with a view to co-ordinating, in a 
proper manner, the general indignation of the Anglo-Jewish Com. 
munity.’ But surely, it is the Board of Deputies which is supposed 
io be as © fully representative of Anglo-Jewish life as possible,” and 
which exists to co-ordinate the general indignation. If there are 
to be two bodies occupying positions of equal status and authority, 
then no matter how their respective functions are differentiated on 
paper, there will be, at worst, collision between them, or, at best, a 
deplorable confusion in the public mind. The need for these 
various bodies might have existed when the Joint Foreign Com.- 
mittee, as a matter of policy, left much of the practical expression 
of Jewish sentiment to the rank and file. But now that it has itself 
undertaken the direction of affairs, through a number of Committees, 
the need has disappeared. It must be stated with emphasis that 
the Community has its recognised machinery for dealing with 
emergencies like the present. Those who have been duly appointed 
to control it have shown ability and tireless energy in the discharge 
of their arduous task, and their efforts are bringing their reward, 
There is no necessity to impair their power or their responsibili- 
ties, let alone to replace them by any other ad hoc organisation, 
Neither commmon loyalty nor the communal requirements demand 
it, If there are men among us who are honourably anxious to offer 


their zeal and capacity to the Jewish Cause, they can do so ag.

that an attempt is to be made to achieve co-ordination with othe: 
bodies. In so far as the Enlightenment Committee is to des 
with the general Jewish position in the world it will have « 
clear field. The work is deplorably belated. some years ag 
the B'nai Brith in London took it up, bat latterly this body ha 
neglected it. Yet only a purblind person could believe that th. 
work was not necessary and, indeed, urgent. Not only in th: 
orthodox manner of lecture and publication but through modern 
media such as the wireless, the need for bringing knowledge con 
cerning Jews into the mmds of Gentiles often ruled by ignorance 
and worse, is of surpassing importance; and as the Deputies have 
till now. declined the task no fault can be found with others who 
shoulder it.

Spain's Grand Gesture. 


Spain's offer to Einstein of a Chair at the Madrid University is 
an incident by which no Jew can fail to be moved profoundly, 
four centuries and more ago she expelled. the Jews from the 
Peninsular. To-day the German Reich has laid a bridge over 
that time gap and marched back to the medieval days. Thereupon 
the modern Spain cpens its. doors, and grants signal honour to 
the leading Jew among the German exiles. It is a gesture ful) 
of dramatic significance. It is modern Spain’s reparation for an 
ancient wrong Which its rulers would like to sponge from the slate of 
history. Itis a warning to the Nazis ofthe folly of the course upon 
which they have with such lusty foolhardiness embarked, Spain 
his lived to repent an error. which contributed to her own fall t 
the status of a second-rate power. Let Germany beware lest she 
rue the day when she flew in the face of: the teaching of history. 
Will her new rulers mark and learn? Will they note that France, 
too, has hastened to open her arms to the great Jewish scientist and 
created for him a University Chair? Will they retrace their steps? 
Or will they persist in their retrograde march, and defy the palpable 
rebuke offered by experience? It is for the wiser elements to say 
while there is still time! 


Palestine’s Splendid Young Jewry. 


“ No more splendid sight can be seen in any country than ile 
healthy children and younger adults of the Jews.”’ Thus a corre. 
spondent writing in THE TIMEs last: week. He gives good reasons to 
explain this truly heartening, and indeed joyous phenomenon. The 
Jews, he tells his readers, have their own institutions and are 
strenuous and progressive. He recalls the hospitals and_ pre. 
ventive health service provided in the towns by the Hadassah 
Medical Organisation. “The name of Nathan Straus is associated 
With health centres of the finest type.’ Hadassah extends 
also to the Jewish colonies. Jewish edueation is sustained at 
a high level. “Culturally the Jews are advanced though self- 
canscious. Hebrew has been re-established as the national tongue.” 
Hebrew libraries are maintained in towns and colonies, an orchestra 
and a dramatic society flourish in Jerusalem, and Evening Classes 
are well attended. The young people are vigorous and keen. 
Scouts, Maccabees, and hikers march forth over stony tracks on 
every holiday. But, says the writer, the Arabs present a different 
picture. There are few social institutions among them. Spontaneous 
effort is rare and usually short-lived. The exertions of the Healt! 
Department have produced valuable results, yet malaria, ophthalmia, 
and other diseases are only too common. The mortality is 28 per 1,000 
(170 for infants) against the lower Jewish figures of 10 and 69. The 
contrast is startling. In Germany it would produce a Hitter, with a 
demand for the suppression of a people so virile and, therefore, so 
dangerous. Even in Palestine the reactions are far from happy, 
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and the Jews are not sure of their outlook 
which they should have the right of full development. Well 
may it be asked: if Hitlerism is to win out and spread, by what rule 
of justice can Jews be debarred from the only alternative—free 
settlement and progress in a land of their own? The writer 
referred to mentions, with satisfaction, that the new Y.M.C.A. 
building, looking down on the city of Jerusalem from the ridge of 
Julian’s Way, is open to all religions or denominations, and pursues 
the ends of piety through the bealth and happiness of man. We 
could only wish that the Jews of Jerusalem possessed a Young 
ee Men's Jewish Association building worthy of the new Judea, and of 
7 the magnificent work of Jewish rehabilitation that has been wrought

The Rev. Gatchell Isaacs was 
born on February 12th, 1863, a‘ 
He was brought to this country in infancy and 
Free School, afterwards 
teacher, and continued in that capacity for twenty 
years. In-1888 he was appointed Minister of the newly founded 
South Hackney Synagogue, and fecame Headmaster of the 
Religion Classes, which grew to be among the largest Synagogue Classee 
in London. Mr. Isaacs was a very active social worker both 
within and without the community. As a Prison Visitor he 
brought to bear a sympathetie, albeit robust, personality on a 
particularly difficulf class of work. He was the Jewish Visiting 
Minister to Pentonville Prison for over a quarter of a century, and 
gave help and advice to many of the prisoners after their discharge. 
He visited also a number of hospitals and institutions, and frequently 
presented gifts tothe inmates. He threw himself wholeheartedly 
into the charitable and public work of the Borough of Hackney, where 
he was held in the highest esteem. He served on the Executive 
Committees of the Shoreditch and Bethnal 
Institute and the South Hackney Benevolent Society. He wae 
an active member of the Jewish Religious Education Board. 
the South Hackney Jewish Burial Society and Stepney Hebrew 
Classes, and a Vice-President of the Hackney Aid Society of the 
Queen's Hospital for Children, and no meeting for charitable 
purposes in the Borough was considered complete without him. Ov 
one occasion, when one of the Committees of the Hag kney Borough 
Council passed a resolution which appeared to reflect on Jewish 
ratepayers, it only needed representations by Mr. Isaacs to secur: 
the withdrawal of the resolution with an expression of regret. 
He was on cordial terms with the members of his congre 
gation, Which more than once made presentations to him 
Mrs. Isaacs, as marks of esteem and affection. On these occasions 
the non-Jewish local residents were represented and joined 
in giving expression to the regard in which Mr. Isaacs and his help 
meet were held. He did not seek the limelight but was content to 
do his work steadily and unobtrusively.

yet starved of its meed of recognition, the advocate and preacher of peas . 
and love and brotherhood and compelled by the cruel irony of destiny and 
the vicissitudesofa wandering people to see her sons, as we see them to-day 
in Germany, persecuted and humiliated. Itis not my purpose this mornin 
to take advantage of my occupancy of the pulpit to give utterance to 
hysterical denunciations, or the advocacy of a boyeott. or any retaliatory 
measures. My purpose, rather, standing as I am in this holy place, is to 
advise quiet and peaceful methods of procedure. It is only by unity and 
co-operation with our responsible leaders in the Community and by thei: 
guidance, that we can hope to achieve justice for our unfortunate 
co-religionists. We must be prepared to be led by them and ready to 
make any sacrifices which may be demanded of us, I understand that 
an urgent appeal is shortly to be made under the auspices of the House of 
Rothschild. It is, therefore, incumbent upon us to await the dev 
ment of events with calm and patience. ) 
us remember that unity is strength 
which is never to rest satisfied until our people throughout the 
length and breadth of Germany are placed on an equality with: 
their fellow-citizens, and all who have been humiliated shall be re-instated 
to their former positions of dignity, honour and livelihood. I ask for 
your prayers to God, to join with mine, that wiser counsels may 
prevail in the hearts and minds of those who turn day into night and 
sweet into bitter, and that Israel niay once again chant a song of trium h 
as in the day when she went forth from Egypt.

The Jewish Future? 


 & isa sign of the times, anda good sign, that attention is being 

turned from the immediate anxieties of the Jewish situation to 
the larger problem of the Jewish future. We may rejoice that some 
people, at all events, are not content to expostulate against Jewish 
wrongs and demand their cessation, but go on toask “ what next ?” 
and to think out for themselves a rational policy in relation to the 
Jews. One such attempt is made in the April number of the 
ENGLISH Review. It is not exactly a heartening attempt; for the 
writer (Mr. Kenneth Williams), after discussing the problem, frank], 
gives it up. ,Zangwill once propounded the dilemma of the Jew in 


halfa-dozen words: “He must either appear, or re-appear.” Mr. 
Williams says that he can do neither, he can: only “remain ao 
wanderer to the end of time.” It is, as I say, not an exactls 


heartening reading of the position, but as it is an attempt to 
hammer out the real and ultimate Jewish question, it is worth 
devoting a little time to the reasous for the writer's faith. or the 
lack of it! 


M* WILLIAMS examines the two alternatives of the Jewish 

future—Zionisin or assimilation—which are vividly set forth 
ia Zangwill’s epigram. He finds neither of them practical politics. 
to take Zionism first, he quotes the French author. Renan, as 
saying that “a nation is a great solidarity, constituted by the 
snaerifices that its citizens have made and by those that they 
feel prepared to make once more. It implies a past: but it is 
summed up by a tangible fact—consent, the clearly expressed 
desire to live a common life.” Mr. Williams denies that Jews 
“come into such a category.” He denies the solidarity of the 
Jews because, he says, there are elements opposed to Zionism, and 
ihe race possesses no common plan of development, no agreement 
to mlopt a certain attitude in given conditions, and no concerted 
intention. I challenge all these statements. There is sufficient 
necord among Jews in relation to Palestine to-day to justify the use 
in relation to them of the word “ solidarity “—-our writer himself 
<diwells on “ the constant support of men like Einstein, Lord Reading 
and the Warburgs for the Zionist movement” as evidence of the 
favour shown even by the wealthy or assimilated Jews to the 
attempt to promote national consciousness in the race. Further, 


{ contend that there is 4s much agreement as to the atti- 


tude to be taken in given conditions as is to be found among any 


other nation—even the Great War did not find this country unani- 
mous. Differences as to policy exist in every people and do not 
rule out its claim to be considered a “ solidarity.” 


UR author cannot surely argue that Jewry is not © econstiluted 
by the sacrifices that its citizens have made,” or that it has no 
past. Renan’s condition of nationality—“the clearly

is adequately fulfilled in the yearn. 
ing of miltitudes of Jews to settle in their Motherland, Not all 
Jews wish to migrate to the National Home... But 
citizens of any country content to abide in it, 


neither are the 
The Germans claim 
that there are forty million of their countrymen outside Germany, 
though that is probably only a piece of humbugging Nazi propaganda. 
There are actually more [rishmen happy and prosperous in other 
lands than are to be found in treland itself, but Mr. De Valera would 
hotly resent the unputation that the people of the trish Free State 
are therefore not an independent nation. Mr. Williams can discover 
none of the indications of nationality in the Jews, unless it be the 
possession of common memories. He fails to give due significance 
to the wonderful revival of Hebrew as a living language. 
He overlooks the never abandoned claim to national restoration, 
* claim passionately maintained throughout the ages, and 
uniting the great mass of Jews because of its inelusion in the 
people's prayers. The fact that sixteen million Jews cannot be 
squeezed into Palestine is no refutation of Jewish Nationalism 
as a pure ideal, and no derogation from its virtue as a means of 
mitigating Jewish persecution. A Jewish nation, however small, 
could, if securelw founded, make its voice heard among other nations 
with an authority which other protests cannot command, 


N the other hand, Mr. Williams also rules out assimilation as a 
possibility, He argues that in far too many countries the 
Jews are in revolt against, or at least out of harmony with, the mass 
of the inhabitants for the assimilation idea to succeed. He must 
surely be aware that the lack of harmony is not traceable to any 
conduct on the part of the Jew but to the actions of those among 
whom he lives. If the day should ever come when Liberal opinion. 
asserted itself in the minds of men, he would soon discover the rapid 
rate at which assimilation can proceed. It would not, as he 
says, be complete, but it might be complete enough to rob 
the anti-Semites of the real cause of their anti-Semitism—the 
presence of too many Jews in their midst. It was recognition of 
the speed at which Jews were taking what they suppesed to-be the 
primrose path to comfort, and a yearning to preserve Judaism and 


‘ trouble for themselves mn the future. | do not belive that that 


Jewish culture which, at least as much as the anti-Semitic move- 
ment, produced the modern Zionist movement, though our author 
betrays no knowledge of that fact. 


DENY, therefore, that Zionism is a mirage, and I assert, on the 

other hand, that assimilation could go sufficiently far at any 
rate totake away from our enemies the grievance that resides in what 
are regarded as our excessive numbers. Millions of Jews very 
properly prefer the more manly alternative proclaimed by Herz}, 
of imperishable memory. They have the right to do (so, on 
grounds of history, statesmanship and justice. [ff Palestine is small, 
they can justly ask why its frontiers were drawn in the shrunken 
manner that politicians ordained. Those Statesmen have the powe! 
to rectify the injustice, and if they are wise and humane they wil! 
do so. But even if we were to grant that Mr. Williams is correct in 
his analysis of the position, and if Zionism and assimilation are 
alike impossible, does he, or any man, seriously suppose that the 
matter can be left there, and that the. gospel of despair must rule the 
destiny of Jewry henceforth and for all time? This is. surely, 
the very bankruptey of intelligent statesmanship, and it cannot be 
entertained without Governinents resigning themselves to untold 
is 
possible, and some thinkers, at least, have declined to lend them 
selves to the inaction of fatalism. Professor Tedeschi, for instance 
has unfolded a scheme for a Convention against anti Semitism, to be 
adopted by the members of the League of Nations. With Germany 
in its present mood, that idea is hardly workable just now. But 
there is one way to an alleviation, if not a solution, of the problem 
of the Diaspora which has never been fully tried. Let all the 
nations discard their tribal deity of Nationalism, let thom cast on the 
rubbish heap their preposterous folly of race purity, let them restore 
but restore completely, the dominance of Liberal ideals, and hearker 
to the dictates of the religion they profess.

The decision appears to have been inspired by the 
realisation of the large number of non-Jewish employees who would 
be thrown out of work if the paper closed down. 

The Scherl Publishing Company, which is controlled -by the 
Nationalist Minister, Hugenberg, has been compelled by the Nazis 
to dismiss its last six Jewish employees against Hugenberg’s wish. 
A farewell banquet was given by the Company in honour of the 
ilismissed Jews at which Hugenberg was present. In the course of 
his speech he expressed the hope that normal times would soon be 
restored and that the dismissed Jews-would be able to return to 
work. | 

The Nazis have Opened an office in Grenadier Strasse, Berlin. 
which is the Jewish district. The object of the new office, according 
to the Nazis, is to drive the Jews out of the district. 

The Nazis introduced an innovation in their last search of the 

Jewish district of Berlin. They -had with them microphones and 
they described the progress of the raid on the wireless. 
The Nazis have again earried out attacks on Jewish houses 
in the Grenadier Strasse district of. Berlin. Many Jews were 
taken to the Nazi: oflice in Parochial Strasse and beaten there. 
Complaints were made to the police and to the Polish Consulate. 
The police were either unwilling or unable to protect the Jews and 
the protests made by the Polish Consulate did not deter the Nazis 
from continuing their attacks on the Polish Jews. 

The Russian Jewish journalist, M. Peter’ Zvesditch, has been 
arrested in Berlin on the charge of spreading false reports. 


Attacks on Jewish Children. 

Frequent attacks have lately occurred on Jewish children in 
the schools of Baden as a result of the Nazi propaganda against the 
Jews. The educational authorities, however, issued an appeal to 
the children not to assault the Jews, as such acts were un-Christian.

The Soviet Embassy in Berlin has sent a protest to the German 
Foreign Office against the ill-treatment of the Russian Jewish 
citizens, Dr. Prigozhin and M. Shaiak. Both of them were detained 
and cruelly beaten. 

The VOELKISCHER BEORBACHTER has issued a@ warning to al! 
Germans not to intervene on behalf of Jews, as such interventions 
ure useless. 

Some Liberal Rabbis are trying to decide upon & form of 
Shechita which it would still be possible to practise under the new 
German law. It is recognised, however, that Orthodox Jewry wil! 
not be able to accept any compromise which the Liberal Rabbis 


may suggest. 


Ritual Murder Propaganda. 


Nazi appeals to the German public to guard their children fron 
being kidnapped by Jews for ritual purposes are being spread in thy 


. streets of German cities. 


Nazi cells have been formed in the big Jewish businesses 
throughout Germany. They appoint leaders who are empowered to 
dictate their policy to the Jewish owners of the businesses. As a 
result, the Jewish employees usually have to be dismissed, and in 
some cases the managers have to hand over the management of the 
business to non-Jews. 

The North German Lloyd, in view of the prohibition of Shechita, 
is trying to arrange for a supply of Kasher meat from abroad for its 
Jewish passengers. The Jewish Communities in the frontier towns 
are also trying to arrange for a supply from Holland, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

The BERLINER TAGEBLATT., which has been described as the 
German MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, has now passed completely under 
Government control, The property is being turned into a company 
on the board of which will sit a Commissary of the Reich. 

Here Kerrl, Reich Commissioner for the Prussian Ministry of 
Justice, has issued an order designed to provide for the German 
clerks and other employees thrown out of work by the wholesale 
exclusion of Jewish lawyers from the Courts. He discovers with 
indignation that a “‘whole number of Jewish barristers and 
solicitors have considered themselves compelled to dismiss thei: 
employees, even without notice,” 

Walter Schiffer, who was dismissed from his post as chief 
engineer of the Reichs-Rundfunk-Gesellschaft, and his wife have 
committed suicide, 

A Nazi Commissioner has been appointed in Cologne to restrict 
the numbers of Jewish dealers in Municipal goods to correspond to 
the percentage of the Jewish population in the city. 


Well-known Lawyer Murdered. 


According to the British United Press, Herr Weiner, a well. 
known Jewish lawyer, of Chemnitz, has been found murdered after 
men wearing the Nazi swastika armiects had kidnapped him 
from his home, 

Leipzig University has decided to admit no Jewish Students 
for the next ten terms. 

The Commissary in charge of the medical organisations states 
that he has ordered Jewish doctors to resign their membership of 
all Committees of medical associations in Germany. The Federal 
Ministry of Labour is, on his request, drafting measures to exclude 
Jewish doctors from the Insurance bodies. Jewish doctors will in 
future be permitted to hold positions with sick funds only in excep 
tional cases. Jewish doctors are also to be removed from any 
positions they hold as medical arbitrators, 

Dr. Hilland, speaking on behalf of the All-German Association 
of Retail Traders, has declared that Jewish retail traders will not 
be excluded from the Federation, but their numbers will be reduced 
to bring them down to the proportion of Jews to the German popula 
tion. They are also to be removed from the leading positions in 
the retail trading movement. | 

The Cabinet has promulgated a new law by which Jewish 
lawyers will be admitted to practise in the Courts in proportion to 
the number of Jews in the particular centre, instead of in the whole 
country. In Berlin, it is understood, this will result in 900 Jewish 
lawyers being admitted, instead of 35 as provided under the previous 
quota. 

Wilhelm Furtwiingler, the famous German conductor, has writien 
an open letter to Dr. Goebbels, appealing for the reinstatement of 
Bruno Walter, Otto Klemperer and Max Reinhardt. In his reply, Dr. 
Goebbels said that he found the complaint “ particularly unfitting.”’ 

The war on Jews bas extended to sport, Boxing has been 
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“purged” ; in tennis Daniel Prenn, who would have playeda leading 
part im Germany's DavisCup miutches, has been dropped ; and now 
the members of the German Sports Federation are being thoroughly 
examined, with the result that Dr. Lewaid, the Chairman, who is 
of Jewish extraction, has tendered his resignation. His father was 
baptised 110 years ago. 

The Prussian Ministry of Finance has issued an order that no 
relief in taxation shoald be granted to any Jews this year. 

The Organisation of German Writers has been compelled to 
expel more Jews, including Dr. Helena Stoecker and Arnold Zweig. 

At Luebeck, the Court has dismissed an action brought by two 
Jewish firms against Nazis for continuing the boycott against the 
Jews after the official boycott day of Ist April. 

Fight head masters and head mistresses of the secondary 
echools in Berlin have been discharged. Their names indicate that 
at any rate the majority of them are of Jewish blood. 

Jewish journalists are now barred from attending the daily 
Press Conference at the Foreign Office. 

Hence'orth, as the result of a decree issued by the Nazi Com. 
missar in the Prussian Ministry of Culture, admission to any 
Prussian university may depend upon the making of a statement by 
the would-be student that bis parents and grandparents were of 
(ierman stock. The same regulation ts to be enforced in other 
parts of Germany. 


AMERICAN PROTEST GROWING. 


Court of Arbitration Urges Boycott. 


Mr. Samuel Untermyer’s Plain Words.

[From our Correspondent —NEW YORK. | 


The American Jewish Congress, after watching developments in 
Germany and maintaining silence on the advice .of the State 
Department, has decided to go forward with intensive protests. . The 
movement to boycott German goods is silently gathering strength. 
Within the past week, Jewish societies, lodges, fraternities and 
Synigoguts were urged by the Jewish Court of Arbitration to 
institate an economic boycott of Germany. The Court suggested 
that Jewish travellers abroad should ayoid Germany and that every 
Jewish business man should consider the boycott his strongest 
weapon against the outrages in Germany. A call forthe boycott of 
Gserman ships, industries, goods and all things German was made by 
Mr. Samuel Untermver, the famous Jewish lawyer. “I expect my 
fellow-Americans, whether Jews or Gentiles, to register their 
resentment by scrupulously refusing to buy German-made goods or 
patronise German ships or industries,” Mr. Untermyer said, “1 
take it also that American Jews, whether of .German or other 


descent, will realise that they are not welcome in Germany on equal , 


terms with the Aryan race as visitors or tourists, and will accord. 
ingly take their patronage into countries. where they will be regarded 
as equals.” Mr. Untermyer also criticised the United States Congress 
for its silence.. 


‘Dr. Stephen Wise for London ? 


Dr. Stephen Wise has taken indefinite leave of absence from the 
Free Synagogue and the Jewish Institute of Religion to devote his 
entire time to the German situation. Dr. Wise will plan the forth. 
coming Annual Meeting of Congress in May and may leave soon for 
London in connection with the World Congress... l am reliably 
informed that Dr. Wise may either attempt to convene an immediate 
international conference of Jewish organisa’ions to be held in 
{.ondon or, failing this, there is every indication that the American- 
Jewish Congress will convene the World Jewish Congress this year 
instead of next. The feeling is that an immediate international 
Jewish Conference is imperative to consider the German situation. 

The German Government has apoarently changed its alibi for 
American consumption. Where the Government at first denied the 
persecution of Jews, it now wishes to convince America that the 
persecution is directed against Communists and not against Jews. 
Germatis arriving in New York are suggestively consistent in their 
statements in this respect. 


The Hias and the Zionist Organisation. 

The Hias has announced that, according toreports it has received, 
ten thousand Jews have fled from the Hitler terrorism. Refugees 
have gone to Katowice, Prague, Rotterdam, Antwerp and Paris, 
with Paris as the main objective. With the exception of those 
expressing .a desire to settle in Palestine, Jewish refugees who are 
German-born prefer to settle in nearby countries in the hope that 
conditions will change in Germany and enable them to return, 
The Hias has launched a campaign for funds to provide imme- 
diate necessities to Jewish refugees. The Zionist Orga isation 
has taken the first steps to start a series of international 
negotiations through Great Britain and the League of Nations 
with the help of the United S.ates Government aiming at 
settling in Palestine as large a number of Jewish refugees as the 
country can absorb. A resolution was adopted calling on the 
Executives of the Jewish Agency to request Britain to make possible 
the immediate admittance into Palestine of the maximum number 
of refugees from Central Europe. The Jewish Agency was also 
called upon to submit to the League the facts of the present Jewish 
situation with a view to formulating a relief programme through 
international action. It was indicated that the creation of an 
international fund would be recommended, This fund would be 
supported by Government and private contributions to defray the 
expense of transporting persecuted Jews from Europe to Palestine 
and establishing them there. Some arrangement would be made, 
it was reported, whereby this money could be repaid in labour and 
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POLAND'S FiVE PROTESTS. 


The Boycott Continues. 


From our Correspondent.—Warsaw.| 


I have put » the Polish Foreign Office the following questions: 
~The Polish Minister in Berlin has now lodged his fifth protest against 
the atroc ties and attacks on Jews there. The protests do not 
frighten the Hitlerists nor deter them from further attacks. What 
will the Government do? Is it determined to limit its activity to 
protests only, rather an ineffective method, or does it contemp/ate 
any Other methods of safeguarding its nationals in Germany’” If 
was informed that “ at the present moment the Polish Government! 
has to limit itself to intervention in the form of protests. It is the 
usual method. Having lodged the protests inthe German Foreign 
Office the Polish Government waits for a reply as to whe her the cases 
stated in its notes have been investigated and what punishment has 
been given to those found guilty, Only after receis ing a reply can 
the Polish Foreign Office undertake further steps. If however, the 
German Government does not reply after a reasonable time. Poland 
may consider it necessary to adopt other methods of protecting 
Polish citizens in Germany.” 

The Jewish P.E.N. Club and the Polish "P.E.N. Club have 
received wires from the British P.E.N. Club asking what they intend 
to do with regard to the German atrocities. The Jewish P-E.N. Club 
has replied that it condemns the Hitlerist treatment of Jews, 
Socialists and intellectuals and is prepared to take any further steps 
which the English P.E.N. Club may deem advisable. The President 
of the Polish Club informed me that he has called a meeting and 
that they will probably join the protest. The Jewish M:dical 
Associations in Poland have held a conference and resolved to boy- 
cott German medicines until Hitler stop. persecating German Jews. 
The Agudah headquarters, which are in Frankfurt-on-Main, are to 
be transferred to Warsaw shortly. The boycott of German goods is 
continuing. The Polish Governmeént urges the Jews, in special 
urticles in its official organs, to boycott German wares. Against this, 
the German Minister in Warsaw, Von Moltke, has entered a protest 
ut the Foreign Office. 

The new United Polish Jewish Cominiitee, which consists of 
representatives of all Jewish economic and political organisations 
outside the Socialist wing, telegraphed to the Board of Deputies in 
London for guidance with reference to the methods of campaign 
against the persecution of the Jews in.Germany. The Board 
replied that it was opposed to an organised Jewish boycott of 
German goods, but advised the Committce to continue its protests. 
The Board's reply appeared to the Committee to be far from clear, 
as it expressed no opinion on the spontaneous boycott by individuals; 
and the Committee at length decided to ignore the Board's advice 
and instead of suspending the boycott to carry it on with renewed 
energy. 

The Moscow Philharmonic Orchestra has invited Bruno Walter

A good deal is made in Germany of some sensational propaganda 
and exaggerations which are said to have appeared in other 
countries. I dare say such have appeared, but I do not base my 
case on that. I have not myself read it, because that is not the 
kind of paper from which I seek to get information; but I bave rend 
the very restrained accounts of some very responsible correspon- 
dents. I have noted that the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN is not con- 
sidered a fit paper for the Germans to have access to. I do not base 
ms observations upou what i have read in serious and responsible 
papers, written by men who carefully sift the information they send 
home and whose reputations depend upon its impartiality and its 
securacy, but I base my case upon the statements of Germans 
in authority. I do not need to go outside them. (Cheers). 
{ am not going to enter into a discussion of the internal 
happenings of Germany except in so far as they are applicable and 
pertinent to a Debate on Foreign Affairs. What is this new spirit 
of German nationalism’? The worst of the all-Prussian Imperialism, 
with an added savagery, a racial pride, an exclusiveness which 
cannot allow to any fellow-subject not of “pure Nordic birth” 
equality of rights and citizenship within the nation to which he 
belongs. Are you going to discuss revision with a Government! 
like that? (Loud Cheers.) Are you going to discuss with such a 
Government the Polish Corridor? The Polish Corridor is inhabited 
by Pales; do you dare to put another Pole under the heel of such a 
Government? (Cheers.) I beg the right hon. Gentleman to beware 
of what he is doing. After all, we stand for something in this country. 
(Cheers.) Our traditions count, for our own people, for Europe and for 
the world. Europe is menaced and Germany is afflicted by this narrow, 
exclusive, agressive spirit, b¥ which if is a crime to be in favour of 
peace anda crime to be a dew. That is not a Germany to which we 
can afford to make concessions. (Cheers). That is not a Germany 
to which Europe can afford to give the equality of which the Prime 
Minister spoke. That is more than he ever proiiised. 1 understood 
that the promise made by the Five Powers was of equality of status, 
to be reached by stages. Before vou can afford to decide, or to urge 
others to decide, vou must see a Germany whose mind is turned to 
peace, Who will use her equality of status to secure her own safety 
but not to meriace the safety of others ; a Germany which has learnt 
not only how to live herself but how to let others live inside her 
und beside her, (Loud Cheers’. 


“Jewry Will Be Destroyed.” 


Mr. Janner (Lib., Whitechapel) said the. fact which was most 
disturbing to the civilised peoples of the world was the cruel 
deliberate policy of suppression which was being practised in 
f;ermany. It was filling the world with the gravest anxiety. There 
was no question of exaggeration, for it was a policy which was 
being openly avowed, and it was part and parcel, if not the whole, 
of the Nazt programme. Night after night, Nazi supporters pro- 
claimed on the wireless that Jewry would be destroved. “In this 
vreat hour of trial.” coutinued Mr. Janner, “the Jews in Germany 
have received enormous encouragement from the world-wide support 
and sympathy so spontancously shown in every direction. They 
believe that the appeals made to this House and to the British 
people—ever the guardians of religious liberty—will not go unheeded. 
(Cheers). Lam by no means convinced that no appeal lies to the 
Leasue of Nations in this emergency. I believe it is open to 
discussion whether Article eleven of the Covenant can be invoked, 
Certainly the German-Polish Convention would seem to be applicable 
in regard to the treatment of Jews in Upper Silesia. It is far better 
in the cause of peace that the issue should be raised by Great Britnin 
rather than hy Poland, whose relations with Gaormany are already 
sufficiently strained.” 

Miss Rathbone (Ind., English Universities) described the spirit 
which had come over Germany as the re-emergence of the evil spirit 
which boded ill for the peace and freedom of the world. 


“The Lowest Common Denominator.” 


Major Nathan (Lib., Bethnal Green) : There is no room for doubt 
that Germany is, at this time, failing to conform to the lowest common 
denominater of modern civilisation. The Nazis are deliberately 
carrying out a carefully planned policy and here are two of its” 
points. First, Jews must be deprived of the rights of citizens. A 
new class is to be created in Germany, a class of non-citizens. 
Then, Jews must not hold official or semi-oflicial positions. That 
means that the Jews are denied the elementary rights of citizen- 
ship. They pay their taxes to the State, they obey the laws of the 
State, but they have none of the elementary rights which mem)ber- 
ship of the State confers. They have duties, but they have no rights. 
They have a full claim to citizenship, bat they are treated as outlaws. 


Individual Cases Cited. 


Continuing, Major Natban mentioned the case of e family which 
had lived in a great German city since 1604. They were. he said, 
Jews by faith and by race. The man he was thinking of was a 
lawver who served in the German army as a private on the Russian 
front. At this moment that Jew, with three hundred vears of 
German history behind him, was a refugee in this country deprived 
of the means of livelihood. There was the case of another friend of 
his, also a lawyer, a lawyer with long and reputable practice in one 
of the great German cities. Of his grandparents three were Christians 
and one a Jew. He himself was a Christian. He servedinthe War 
as an officer, and was awarded the tron Cross and some other 
distinction for bravery. To-day he was a refugee in Scandinavia. 
The other day a telephone message was sent to Leipzig from 
the City of London by a man who was much alarmed about the 
situation of his brother. The answer he got was that everything was 
beautiful there. There was no need to worry. Ali the stories about 
‘itrocities were false. He was not to waste money in telephoning, 
Twenty-four hours later, that man in London received a telegram 
oll Holland from his brother: “Happy to say arrived safely in 

olland.,”’ |

It was simple enough, he answered. The Koran declares that 
Jews and Christians possess the Scriptures. Jews in particular are 
spoken of with respect inthe Muslim Bible. “O ye Children of 
Israel,” he quoted, “ remember my lovyingkindness and how I chose 
You as my Own treasure.”

=z The Arab was. convinced that only the Muslims still practised true 
q charity in succouring the needy, the sick, the wearv traveller. The 
Koran is full: of admonitions to practise charity. “O ye Believers, 
do not distribute vour alms in a spirit of unfriendliness . . . 
Kindly words and consideration are of more worth than mere 
giving.” “Serve God and be kind to parents, relations, orphans, the 
poor and every neighbour of every sort, be he a relative or astranger ; 
nlso to the slave.” 1 directed his attention to the similar teaching 
contained in the Jewish Scriptures, and he listened with great 
interest. also quoted. Rabbinic authority for kindly treatment, 
und his eves sparkled as he listened—to the preciousness of 
peace, to the things which a man enjoys in this life and of 
which the principal remains for him in the next : honouring parents, 
practising charity, timely attendance at the House of Study morning

She might have been filling in a form for the Charity 
Organisation Society in some slum dwelling. so businesslike was 
her manner of asking. Abdul Kerim smiled good taturedly and 
assured the efficient district visitor that the Muslim was not content 
with the belief that cleanliness was next to Godliness, but went so 
far as to hold that it was part of Godliness itself. It is a religious 
duty to keep the body clean. The Muslim before every prayer 
washes his face, his hands and his feet; before every meal he 
washes, after each meal he washes. Even the smallest village 
possesses its own public bath. 

Can as much be said for Europe as a whole? he asked the lady.

“In Ancient Egypt and , 
Present-Day Germany. *

if we would understand the world-embracing message of Pass- 
over. and of the eternal application of that message in the life of 
Israel and the nations. we must recall the background and historic 
antecedents of the Passover. Those antecedents go back man 
As early as the days ofthe Patriarchs., 
ithe children of Israel had found shelter in Egypt, the primeval land 
of wonder and marvellous achievement in the arts and sciences, 


centuries before the Exodus. 


One of the Patriarchs had rendered signal economic service to the 
kagvpt Aan people and for centuries thereafter the Israclites formed 
a peaceful and industrious clement in the State and were to be 
found in every avenue of Egyptian life. Suddenly a new dynasty 
comes into power and breaks completely with the ways of its 
predecessors. A “Nationalist” Pharaoh ascends the throne and 
announces his resolve to rid Egypt of allaliens and alien influences. 
“Behold, the people of the children of Israel are too many and 
foo mighty for us. Come, let us deal Wisel) 
with them.’ High veasons of state are invented for the 
proposed pol vy of exterminating a helpless and loval mMIMoOrity ; 
every son and daughter of Israel is accused of prospective treason. 
“They might join our enemies, if there should be any war.’ The 
dazed Israelites are summarily degraded from free artisans, traders, 
shepherds into bondmen, and subjected to slave labour on public 
works. ES’ AN N76"), “And they made their lives bitter,” with 
burdens of a ruthless rigour calculated to bring about the physical 
degeneration of the Israclites, and of crushing Injustice intended 
io break their spirit. Inhuman measures are devised that at one 
blow should annibilate the future of the Israelites, Pharaoh's 
erowning decree being that every new-born Hebrew male child be 
drowned in the Nile. 


THE AGONY OF THE ISRAELITES 
is more than mortals can bear. 
Sx Sym. Prophetic méssengers of freedom and 
mercy are sent to them, and these same emissaries are commissioned 
to bring Divine warnings and disciplinary chastisements to the 
tyrant. He but hardens his heart.- The cruel decrees and 
erushing oppression are not repealed, and he. does not even 
permit the victims to leave the country. At last the night of 
freedom has come when, in disciplined array, the Israelite 
tribes go out from the house of bondage. The flower of Egyptian 
chivalry, sent in hot pursuit after them, is destroyed; and Moses and 
the Children of Israel break into triumphal song of thanksgiving and 
victory at the Red Sea. That Song of Victory is the zenith of the 
story of Israels Redemption from Egypt. This sublime epic of 
Freedom, as told in ‘the first fifteen chapters of Exodus, proclaims 
the two-fold message to the children of men, that God, who in Egypt 
espoused the cause of brick-making helots against their royal 
oppressor, is a God of Justice and Freedom; and that liberty is the 
mahenable right of every human being. Most nations have at one 
time or another forgotten either one or the other half of this man. 
redeeming message of the Passover. For their benetit, our Teachers 
embodied it in the following legend. According to the Rabbis. 
Pharaoh did not share the fate of his horsemen at the Red Sea. 
alone escaped drowning ; nay more, he escaped death. He stands 
for ever at the gates of Hell and, as in the course of the centuries 
oppressor after oppressor enters, he greets them with the words: 
“ Why have ye not profited by my example?” One hundred vears 
ago Isaac dIsraeli, the father of the statesman, declared: “In

as of the whole of Jewish History. Every now and then the 
most indifferent among us is amazed at the way in which Israel's

THE PRODUCTS OF RACIAL OR SECTARIAN HYSTERIA 
in our own day, had passed over Israel in far-away lands and distant 
ages. Alles schon dagewesen, as Rabbi Akibavrepeats in the classic 
fierman drama. To many European and American Jews the 
Passover story had long appeared a dim echo from the morning 
of history— perhaps not altogether mythical, but in their eyes 
possessing no significance for men and women of the nineteenth 
and twentieth centuries. And yet to-day that story is seen both to 
afford a striking parallel in the terrible events of the last few weeks, 
and also to bring a message of courage and hope to the victims of 
those terrible events. Jews have lived in Germany for over 1,600 
years, since Roman times; and the majority of the Jews of the world 
still speak Jiidisch-Deutseh, the language of German medieval 
Jewry, from which the majority of the Jews of the world are 
the descendants. Jews have taken part in all the historic 
movements of German life, though full participation was of 
eourse Only permitied them in modern times. They fought in 
the Wars of Liberation, and no less than 12.000 Jews laid down 
their lives for their Fatherland in the Great War. Throughout the

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nineaicenth century their voices were among the most fearless for 
the establishment of the German State on.a basis of tolerance ani 
right. “In a free land,’ pleaded Leopold Zunz, “it is not the 
Christian that rules the Jew; neither is it the Jew that rules the 
Christian; if is justice that rules.” “ Our Fatherland can and may 
and should demand of us '—said the spokesman of Jewish emanci

And we will not sacrifice our Faith and ou) 
honour, because Germany heroes and Germany have not 
taught us that by sacrificing these things one becomes a German.

German name in every field of human endeavour. Nevertheless 


a heathen Teutonic nationalism began to raise its head some

It harped oh the Pharaonic note: " Behold, the people of th: 
Children of Israel are too many and too mighty for us; come 
let us deal wisely with them.’ And when, six weeks ago, the 
Nationalist Party came into power, it immediately set in motion 
a ruthless elimination of the Jew from the schodls and universities. 
from all Government employ and the higher professions. Neithe 
achievement, nor position, nor lifetime of service is a safeguard 
against brutal and summary. dismissal; and tens of thousands o 
men and women whose only crime is their Jewish descent—one o 
the four grandparents being Jewish is suflicient to brand a person 
an outcast have been dep ived of their bread and driven to penury 
and despair. Moreover, many large Jewish business enterprises 
have been placed under Nazi commissars, with the consequent! 
‘dismissal of all Jewish employees. down to the humblest, from thes

LLEMENTARY RELIGIOUS IBERTY Is NOT RESPECTED 


by the rulers in the case of the Jew. Shechita has been prohibited 


throughout Germany; ostensibly because of solicitous considera 
tion for cattle, but really because such prohibition. will inflic’ 
venuine suffering on a large, and most conscientious, portion 
of German Jewry. All this time, the members of the German 
Cabinet self-righteously repeat that no 


physical violenc: 
Against! Jews has taken place. 


“Not a hair on a single Jews 
head has been touched,’ is the Chancellor's proud boast. Alas 
the representatives of the British Press have proved, beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, this boast to be both hypocritical and 
false. But even if it were true, there are things worse than physica} 
violence; and among these things is the unbelievable trampling 
imder foot of the human dignity of the Jewish population. Jews 
as a hody are constantly branded in the Nazi Press, and by means 
of every form of Government propaganda, as “traitors” and 
“criminals ’ and are spoken of as vermin” and monsters’ whe 
forever plot the ruin of their fellow-men. In various German towns 
public placards have been posted broadcasting the foul and Satanic 
lie of Jewish ritual murder, warning Christian mothers to guard 
theiv children well, as the Jewish Passover is approaching and 
“Jews require human blood.’ To such low depths does a Govern 
ment descend in order to infuriate the mob against the Jew, to make 
him loathsomely hateful in the eves of his fellow-men, to “ embitte: 
his life” and crush his spirit. What of the reaction of 
THESE HEART-BREAKING HAPPENINGS 

in the soul of our afflicted brethren? Let us listen to their own 
words on their duty in these days that try men’s souls. In the 
tourse of an Appeal issued by the Orthodox Rabbis in Germany, 
they write : 

“ Those who believe that there is a decper sense in Jewish history 
cannot think that these severe trials are mere chance. Provi- 
depco speaks to us in this stern language, in order to lifé us 
through heroism, in pain and siffering, to a higher level of civilised 
religious humanty. These sufferings bear within the seed of future 


youd. Our courage must not fail. Keep joyful. Joy comes 
from trustin God. They that sow in tears shall reap in joy. 


ASS TS Be true to God, and God will not 
forget us.” 


“No community,’ writes Professor Elbogen to his sorely- 
siricken brethren, * can perish so long as it has faith. Our fore- 
fathers bore their martrydom heroically, with dignity, faith and 
contidence ; and we must learn from them not to flinch.” : 

“April Ist, 19383, the day of the anti-Jewish boycott,” says 
another German-Jewish leader, 

“can become a day of awakening, of Jewish re-birth. Many Jews 

had a sad experience when the yellow patch was put on their doors, 

branding them as Jews. What we must do is to bear it proudly. 

We have nothing to hide,” 

The sons and daughters of Israel in Germany are meeting 
their bitter trial in a spirit of inner freedom and unconquerable 
faith. It is for us, fortunate children of AngloJewry, to be worthy 
of our brethren. By united effort, speaking with one voice and 
acting with one will, we must toil unremittingly for the rehabilitation 
of their political equality and religious freedom; and at the same 
(ime assist bountifully in the relief of those robbed of their liveli- 
hood, and succour those fleeing to our shores from the fury of 
the oppressor. The sympathy of the leaders of public opinion in 
and out of Parliament is with us, and the British Press is making a 
magnificent stand for reason and humanity. May the moral indig- 
nation of the civilised peoples lead to at least a partial resurrection

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NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath “SOW, Leviticus ix., ixi., 47, 


X. 4. “~The sons of Uzziel.” In Exodus vi., 18, Uzziel is men- 
{ioned as the youngest brother of Amram, and in verse 22 he is 
stated to have had three sons, viz., Mishael, Elzapban and Sithri, 
Why only the first two were summoned to attend to the dead bodies 
of Nadab and Abihu can only be conjectured. The third son may 
have been very young or may not have been alive then. His name 
never occurs again in the records. Since no priest could have per- 
formed this task, for the reason that he would have become ritually 
unclean thereby, it devolved upon relatives who were not priests. 

srethren.’ In Oriental languages terms denoting kinship are 
nsed very, loosely. The dead men are here described as “ your 
brethren,’ although they were in fact their second cousins. 

“From before. the Sanctuary.” These words represent the 
hodies as lying outside the Sanctuary; yet verse I seems to imply 
that Nadal and Abihu had entered it to offer “strange fire before 
the Lord.’ The Rabbis differed in opinion whether this was done 
mside or outside the holy place. We have perhaps to understand 
that they met their fate as they were leaving the Tabernacle, and 
ihe Hebrew phrase may be rendered "from the presence of the 
Sanctuary.’ 

“ Out of the camp.” Two reasons may be suggested why the 
burial had to take place outside the camp. First, if bodies were 
interred within the camp, there was the possibility of Israelites 
unwittingly incurring defilement; and secondly, since the Tabernacle, 
the emblem of the Divine Presence, was in its midst, the camp 


atself was decmed holy. See on this latter idea the remarkable law 


in Deuteronomy xxiii, 13ff., where the explanation is given, 


the Lord thy God walketh in the midstofthy camp , , «4 there- 


fore shall thy camp be holy.” 


Verse 6. In xxi, 10f., the High Priest was forbidden to observe 
the normal customs in connection with the mourning ofa relative’s 
death. On this special occasion, the other priests \wete likewise 
commanded to abstain from the funereal practices. l@ case of 
the High Priest the prohibition was a precautionary measure to 
keep him from, possible defilement. Here the injunction was based 
on adifferent motive. The priests were not to show evidence of 
grief. They were first and foremost servants of God ; and they must 
suppress their human emotions (compare, Deuteronomy xxxiii., 9) 
and not appear to condone in any way the serious offence of which 
Nadab and Abihbu had been guilty. Similarly, according to Jewish 
law, a relative was not permitted to follow the usual mourning 
eustoms for a person who had been condemned to death by a 
Sanhedrin, 

“ Hair go loose.’ Mourners omitted to trim their hair and 
allowed it to hang loose and dishevelled. (see Ezekiel xxiv., 17). 
Hence the Jewish law against cutting the hair during the period of 
mourning. Among most primitive peoples the custom was the 
reverse and the hair was cut off as an act of worship to the dead. 
Hair-offerings to deities, wo are told, were common in all parts of 
the world since the strength of the person was supposed to reside in 
the hair (see Judges xvi., 17). 

“Rend your garments.’ The tearing of the clothes was an 
accepted sign of mourning throughout the Orient, and the custom 
has persisted among Jews to this day, though in a moditied form, 
Modern scholars generally explain the practice on the supposition 
that “the mourner remained naked as long as the funeral rites 
lasted; but, with advancing civilisation, this was felt to be 
indecent; and, therefore, after the garments had been torn off, 
sackcloth was usually girded on” (Paton, “ Spiritism and the Cult 
of the Dead,” p. 248). The Biblical evidence makes one hesitate to 
accept this explanation. In Numbers xiv., 6, we are informed that 
Joshua and Caleb rent, their clothes when they heard the traitorous 
words of the people. With them, therefore, it was a purely spontanc- 
ous action resulting from grief. Among the violently emotional 
yaces of the East, the tearing of the garment would seem to baa

of the forces of justice and. likerty in Germany. Otherwise, the 
outlook is dark for our brethren and darker still for their perse- 
eutors. I shall not labour the Egyptian parallel. . One need be 
neither Rabbi nor even religionist to see that the world is built 
somehow,on moral foundations, and that no nation which chooses 
anti-Semitism, i.e., the will to hate, as the basis of its national life, 
ean have a future. “The study of European history during the past 
centuries,” wrote Olive Schreiner in connection with the Tsarist 
pogroms of a generation ago, “ teaches us one uniform lesson: that 
the nations which have received and in any way dealt fairly and 
mercifully with the Jew have prospered ; and that the nations that 
have tortured and oppressed him have written out their own curse.” 

It is the fervent prayer of all good men and true that, for both 
ithe sake of Jewry and of Germany, the eyes of its blind rulers be 
opened, racial hysteria and oppression vanish like so much smoke 


from that land, and righteousness and peace and freedom again 


become mighty on earth. Amen,

Labour Party's “Election Tactics,”

bhere has been quite a storm in a teacup as a result of a 
demand addressed by the Palestine Jewish Labour Party to the ° 
Executive of the Jewish Agency, demanding the resignation of 
Dr. H. Farbstein, the Mizrachi leader, upon a charge of having 
written an article in the MomeNrT. of Warsaw. revealing certain 
alleged details of the negotiations with Emir Abdullah for lease of 
land in Transjordan., 
jnspired the article, 

In replying to the Labour charge that Dr. Farbstein was 
responsible for the article, the Mizrachi World Organisation 
indignantly refuted “ the attempts to break up the Zionist Coalition 
and to introduce destructive “election tactics ” 


Dr. Farbstein has denied having written’ o1 


in anticipation ot 
the polling for the forthcoming Zionist Congress. What the 
Mizrachi leaders resented mostly was that the Labour organisation 
rushed into print before the Agency had been given a chance of! 
considering the allegations. A vigorous public repudiation was 
issued by the Mizrachists, who were joined by the General Zionis' 
Party in the protest against the unorthodox measures adopted by 
the Labour Party to force the issue of Dr. Farbstein’s resignation. 
Without entering into the merits or demerits of the essentia! 
charge, it must be said that the Labour Party is hardly contributing 
{o national solidarity at a time when it is most needed by adopting 
these crude methods of open accusation without first hearing what 
ihe impeached party has to say. It would be a pity, indeed, if th: 
Zionist Coalition Executive were to be broken up and a lot of useful 
work undone, for purposes of party strategy. Discipline is, of 
course, needed at all times in organisation ranks, but it ought not i 
be foreed unfatriy, 


An Immigration Scandal. 


Dismissing application for habeas COPPUS in the case ofl 
iwenty-threo Jewish tourists (sixteen men and seven women! 
detained in Acre jail for about three weeks, the High Court of! 
Palestine the other day confirmed that the steps taken by the 
Palestine immigration and police authorities had been legally 
proper, that the tourists wére to he deported as soon as possible. 
and that they had indeed been rightfully debarred from visiting the 
country, | 

The whole case is another instance of the absurd measures to 
which the local Immigration authorities resort in their excessive 
zeal to keep money out of the country. As was reported in you: 
columns, the tourists sinned only in that they had obtained visas 
for their Polish passports in Constantinople and not in Warsaw. 

But what is most ignoble in the trumpery. incident—which 
might easily have been settled had there been less officiousness 
~—-was that the sixteen men were handcuffed together in pairs 
when taken from the prison in Jerusalem, to which they had been 
transferred, to the Law Courts. 

Mr. Eliash and Mr. Olshan, the two Jerusalem lawvers, did their 
best to get the Court to allow the tourists to remain in the country 
for even a short period, but their efforts were in vain. The only 
“ coneession ’ that has been secured from the authorities is that the 
{ourists are being permitted to remain in detention at the quarantine 
station at Haifa, instead ofin prison, where they have spent the first 
three weeks of their * tour” in Eretz Yisrael. Incidentally, it was 
remarked that tourists who were not permitted to remain here 
ought to be kept in custody for no more than fourdays, Apparently, 
“someone has blundered.’

STUDENTS PLAN HOSTEL ON MOUNT SCOPUS.

The ereetion of a Students’ Hostel on Mount Seopus, to be an 
integral part of the Hebrew University, as a means of providing for 
the large numbers of persecuted Jewish students abroad who could 
continue their studies at the Jerusalem institution, is urged by the 
Hebrew University Students’ Organisation as part of their appea! 
for funds for the project. Fhe growing anti-Semitism in Central 
and Eastern Europe, -as reflected in the hostile attitude towards 
Jewish students im the principal Universities,-imevitably turns the 
thoughts of the harassed young men and women to the centre of 
higher Hebrew learning in Jerusalem. The normal development of 
the Hebrew University, and the great need for accommodation for 
ihe ever-increasing number of students anxious to come to Palestine, 
requires the creation of such economic and social conditions as 
would pave the way for their absorption here. 

Se far, little progress has been made towards the construction 
of such a Hostel, as only a small amount of the money needed has

Jewish Tourists Hunger Strike. 


ADMISSION TO PALESTINE REFUSED. 


The 125 tourists who, as reported in our last issue, have been refused 
admission into Palestine. declared a hunger strike on board ship. On its 
way to Rumania from Tripoli, the steamer passed the port of Haifa. The 
relatives of some of the tourists living in Palestine offered bail to allow them 
to land for Passover, but the Government rejected the offer. “Intervention 
on the r behalf by Chie?

The Hebrew Press is complaining against 
this discrimination, and demands that the High Commissioner should 
make a statement explaining his policy. 


Arabs Boycott Colonial Secretary. 


VISIT TO JEWISH COLONIES. 


The Arab leaders on the Jaffa Municipal Council were absent when 
the Colonial Secretary, Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, who is visiting Palestine 
and Cyprus, paid a visit to the Jaffa Municipality. The Mayor received 
him and, among other matters, urged on him that the Palestine Arabs aro 
demanding the establishment of a Legislative Council for Palestine. 

When the Colonial Secretary visited Tel-Aviv, the Mayor, Mr. 
Dizengoff, presented a memorandum to him setting out the needs of the 
town. The Chief Rabbis of Tel-Aviv also presented a memorandum, 
appealing to Sir Philip to accelerate the enactment of a Sabbath Obser- 
vance Law in Tel-Aviv. 


A reception was afterwards hell in Mr. Dizengoff’s home. Sir Philip, 


_ referring to the memorandum submitted to him by Mr. Dizengoff, said 


that he did not regard with favour the proposal for establishing a small 
harbour at Tel-Aviv, because he felt it essential first to consolidate the 
Jaffa harbour. 

The Colonial Secretary also visited the Jewish colonies of Rishon-le- 
Zion and Rehoboth, where he met Dr. Weizmann. 


Jewish “Brown Shirts” in Palestine. 


In view of the grave events in Germany, the Jewish public in Pales- 
tine is taking great objection to the brown shirt uniforms worn by the 
Brith Trumpeldorists. The latter, however, ignored public feeling ani 
wore the shirts at a gathering of about 2,000 Brith T rumpeldorists from 
all parts of Palestine in Tel-Aviv. | 

Their action led to clashes on Sunday last and culminated in a riot on 
Monday, when they marched to the grave of the late Dr. Nordan. Althongh 
their march was peaceful and orderly, their appearance in uniform 
provoked an attack on them by members of the Jewish Labour C ganisa- 
tion in which many persons were injured. Jewish and British police 
restored order and arrested a number of the rioters. 


Arabs to be Settled on Santa Land ? 


Indignation is growing in Palestine in consequence of unauthorised 
negotiations which have taken place between Mr. Mohl, an American 
Jewish financier, together with the leaders of the B'nai Benjamin 
Colonists’ Organisation and the Government, in connection with the 
proposed settlement of landless Arabs on Jewish land near Nathania. 
The details of the scheme are not yet known, but it seems that an 
exchange of territory was proposed on the basis of the French Report, .

ne Tisza-Eszlar case still drags along its apparently never-ending course, 
Twelve months have now elapsed since the alleged murder of Esther 
Solymosi, and yet the public trial of the accused Jews seems as far 
off as the Greek Kalends.: It was hoped that with the close of the 
examination of the remains of the supposed murdered girl by the 
eminent medical and surgical experts of Buda-Pesth, the period of 
procrastination would - have come to an end; bat this hope has not 
been fulfilled. Meanwhile Yankel Smilovics one of the principal 
witnesses for ‘the prosecution, who at the outset declared that he had 
received the body from the Jews to be thrown into the Theiss, has 
retracted all his former statements, whilst the prison ‘warder who 
under torture extracted an alleged account of the crime from the 
boy Moritz’ Scharf (son of the Jewish Shochet of Tisza-Eszlar) has 
disappeared, or, as it is asserted in some quarters, has been allowed 
to disappear, without giving any clue as to his whereabouts. 


THOSE Judwophobists who are constantly throwing into our teeth tho 
allegation that we are too indolent, and in many cases nnfit to work, 
more especially as tillers of the ground, will doubtless be surprised to 
learn that in Galicia at least 10 per cent. of the Jewish population, 
numbering about 600,00), earn their living as agriculturists, whilst 
among the Christian population the percentage 18 but 8,3. Even in 
Southern Russia, despite the late persecutions, there are still 20,000

Giod which should embody on a universal scale the values enshrined 
in the re igion of Athens, the “ City of Cecrops.”” But when, later, 
in response to the teaching of Augustine, the City of God had become 
a reality under the medieval Popes, men’s hearts turned back to 
the City of Cecrops, first in the form of National Churches and 
then of independent sects—the Free Church in the Free State. 
Rut that. again, does not satisfy the human spirit. We have learned 
that the “ clean cut” between the temporal and the spiritual can be 
as deadening as the theocracy of the Vice-Gerent of the Almighty, 
Organised religion, as a sort of recognised public utility, can be as 
far from the ideal of the Hebrew prophets as the godless Soviet 
Republic itself. Thus the real answer to the question cannot be 
given interms of orzanisation: whatever the outward form adopted, 
the temporal and the spiritual will interpenetrate one another. 
because both are part of the nature of man. The interpenetration 
is most marked when the religious consciousness is closely bound up 
with a social system, as has been the case with Judaism, Hinduism 
and Islam: but who, after a comparison between what may be called 
the closed and the open systems, would be ready to declare that 
saintliness was amonopoly of either? Theconclusion of the matte 
is that the spirit of true religion “bloweth where it listeth.” 
Social and political organisation can indeed promote or hinder the 
good life in individuals: but no rules can be laid down beforehand 


as to the organisation best calculated to do this. Tue Jesuit order 


‘may achieve in Paraguay or China what it fails to achieve in Europe, 


snd Lutheranism may breed Liberalism in Scandinavia and anti- 
Semitism in Prussia. 
These reflections may seem at first sight to be as irrelevant 


as they are formally inconclusive. ‘et they have a consider. 
able bearing on the concluding. pages of this book: for 
Professo! Bentwich there .suegests that an international 


League of Religions should be established, parallel with the 
political (League of Nations, to give form and reality to “the 
idea of the co-operation of the spiritual forces.” The project 
is an attractive one: for anyone must feel that there is some. 


thing arid and even disintegrating in the present Geneva atmosphere, 
where an appeal tothe religious consciousness is not only out of 
place but is even resented. But the remedy proposed is too simple : 
there 18 no short cut to a cOmmon religious consciousness. The 
Communion of Saints cannot be organised. Progress there has 
certainly been in the political life of mankind, and religion has con- 
tributed powerfully to that progress in many ways. But seek to 
organise that contribution and to formulate it. in political or social 
policies, and you banish the saint and call in the politician and the 
committee man. There is room in the world for both types; there 
is room in the lives of ordinary men and women for each kind of 
activity. But even the persuasive reasoning and the warm humanity 
of Professor Bentwich do not make a’ convincing argument for r 
formal association between the Peace of Jerusalem andthe Peace of 
(Gieneva, or for the belief that the juxtaposition of their activities 
must be beneficial to the cause of each.

Bananas. 


As a Sandwich Filling. 
Perr and mash with a fork, then either mix with a little strawberry 
jam or with one or two tablespoonfals of thickly whipped cream, flavour: 
and sweetened to taste. 


Banana Sauce. 
Three bananas, Water, ? pint. 
Sugar, 2 ozs. Lemon rind, Sherry. 

Peer. the bananas and rub through a sieve. Put two ounces of loa! 
sugar and the water in a saucepan; add the thinly peeled rind of a lemon 
and boil for ten minutes. Then add the sieved banana, and boil for anothe: 
five minutes. Add a small glass of sherry and re-boil, Strain and serv: 


with steamed puddings. 


As a Stuffing for Roast Turkey. 
SLICE six bananas thinly; add a teacupful of bread crumbs. Sca- 
highly with salt and pepper, and bind with seasoned gravy. 


For a Cake Filling. 
: Butter, 2 ozs. 
Ground nuts, 


Icing sugar, 5 028, 
larve banana. 


SIEVE the sugar; add the butter, and beat to a cream. Peel and fine 
mash the banana. Add to the creamed butter, mix in the nuts and a feo 
drops of vanilla flavouring. Use a: a filling for a sponge sandw ich, 


Banana Jam. 

PEEL and slice as many bananas as required, then weigh them and 
allow one pound of preserving sugar and one lemon to every pound. 

Put the bananas in a bowl; add the sugar and the strained juice and 
crated riod of the lemons. Cover and leave for an hour. Turn into 
a preserving pan; bring slowly to the boil, stirring frequently ; then boil 
rapidly until it sets when tested about fifteen minutes. Turn-into warm, 
dry jars, and tie down immediately. 


Fried Bananas for Breakfast. 
TAKE a8 many bananas as required; peel them and cut through 
longthways. Place two ounces of fresh butter in’a frying pan; lay in the 
bananas, and cover closely. Cook gently. and when quite soft (about 
twenty minutes) dish on to a hot dish. If necessary, add a little more 
butter from time to time, and slip a knife under the bananas occasionally 
to prevent burning. 
For a more substantial dish arrance neatly poached eggs on top, 


Banana and Celery Salad. 
PEEL and slice some bananas and mix with an equal quantity of 
shredded celery. Dress with mayonnaise and. heap up on fresh lettuce 
leaves, 


Banana Flan. 
Shert crust. Apricot jam. Three bananas. 

LINES a flan ring with short crust. Prick the bottom well; line with 
vrease-proof paper, and fill with uncooked rice. Bake in a moderate over 
till lightly browned ; then remove the rice and paper, and leave till cold 
Cut the bananas into slices ; arrange (overlapping) in circles in the pastry 
case. Warm about ha.f-a-pound of apricot jam; rub it through a sieve 
and cover the bananas with it. Serve hot or cold. 


Maurice Loewy. 
- - 
A GREAT ASTRONOMER. 

The centenary of the birth of Maurice Loewy, one of the greatest of 
observational astronomers, who died on October lth, 1907, occurred on 
Saturday last. Loewy was born in Vienna of Jewish parents and entered 
the Imperial Observatory, but, being invited to France by Leverrier, the 
co-discoverer with Adams of the planet Neptune, he became a naturalised 
Frevchman. In 1864 he joined the staff of the Paris Observatory and 
remained there until his death, succeeding Tisscrand as director in 1896, 
To him was largely due the completion of two stupendous tasks on which 
the observatory was engaged. Loewy was frequently the adviser of his 
Government in scientific matters. As Director of the © nnaissance des 
Temps he rendered great service to the Bureau des Longitudes. He was 
a familiar figure at internationa! astronomical conferences, notably at that 
which arranged for the observation of the minor planet Eros. His work 
was recoguised by the award of the Royal Astronomical Society's gold 
mnedal and numerous other honours. 


Stoke Newington Synagogue. 


The Rev. Coleman Davies was the recipient of widespread congratula- - 
tions on conducting the Passover Services for the fortieth successive year, 
he having begun his duties at Passover 1894. In consequence of the 
absence in Palestine of Rabbi Harris Cohen, almost all the Services 
were intoned by Mr. Dayies. Mr, 8. Masie (Senior Warden) and Mr. H. 
C. Byre (Financial Representative) were gratified at the satisfactory 
attendances. Mr. Ben. Rosenberg rendered valued assistance, and the 
Choir was under the direction of Mr. A. Hizer. ‘lhe excellent decorum 
in the Synagogue was due to the efforts of the Beadle, Mr. 8. Van Gelder, 
and his assistants Mr. and Mrs. J. Abrahams. On the First Day of 
Passover, Dayan Dr. Feldman referred in his Sermon to the severe treat- 
ment of German Jewry, and made alinsions to the Seder Service in rela- 
tion to the march of events. On the Seventh Day, the preacher was Mr. 
N, Spira, who created a very favourable impression.

The Right of Asylum. 


Col. Wedgwood (Lab., Newcastle-ander-Lyme) said thet with 
regard to what was going on in Germany he should like to see this 
country and the British race strengthened by the admission freely 


into this country of those elements in Germany which were now 


suffering from persecution, Everybody now realised the enormous 


strengthening of the Anglo-Saxon race which had come from 
the admission of the Huguenots in the reign of Lonis the 


Fourteenth which had brought into this country an element of 
inestimable service to this land in war end in peace. He 
appealed to the Government not to miss this opportunity of benetit- 
ing the England of to-day. Intellectual and indenendent elements 
were being driven out of Germany, and they saw that rejuvenated 
Spain. was welcoming this intellectual element, They were all 
anxious to see the import of foreign capital into this country. How 
much better would be the import of foreign brains. It would be 
of mivantage to this country to get these people to come in. During 
the War we admitted the Belgian people, and it proved to be of 
material advantage tous. He wished that we would now receive 
these Jewish people so that they could make their homes here, and 
show that we realised the value of brains and the duty ot hospitality, 


“The Elementary Rights of Citizenship.” 


Mr. J. P. Morris (Con., Salford N.) said the whole of the people - 
of this country were definitely opposed to the policy of Jewish 


persecution in Germany, @ persecution which was depriving Jews 
in that country of the elementary rights of citizenship. It was 
just as well to let Germany kuow that in peace she could not succeed 
when she pursued a course which ranged world opinion against her, 
any more than she could when in the Great War she found herself 
in a similar position. It was regrettable at atime when there was 
emerging a new school of political philosophy in Germany that 
its leaders were so bankrupt of statesmanship that they were 
adopting such methods towards 600,000 cultured people and at 
the same time were asking for revision of the Peace Treaties. 
He believed there to be no doubt that the Jews in Upper Silesia 
were protected under the Geneva Convention of-1922, and that the 
matter could be raised by any member of the League of Nations 


under Articles 4 and 11 of the Covenant of the League. It 
was reported that between Germany and Poland there - was 


dangerous tension. Nothing which had happened for years was so 


calculated to disturb the peace of the world as the German persecu- 
tion of the Jews, and in the interests of world peace the question 
ought to be brought before the League of Nations. His Majesty's 
(iovernment was better fitted than any to perform that duty, 


Mr. Winston Churchill. 

Mr. Winston Churchill (Com, Epping) referred to the pugnacious 
manifestations in Germany. ° There is,” he added, “this persecu- 
tion of the Jews which appeals to everyone who feels that men and 
women have the right to live in the world where they are born, and 
have the right to pursue a livelihood which has hitherto been 
guaranteed to them under the public law of the land of their 
birth. When I read what is going on in Germany, I cannot help 
rejoicing thaf they have not got the heavy guns, the thousands. of 
military acroplanes and the tanks of varying sizes for.which they 
have been pressing In order that their status might be equal to all 
other countries.” (Hear, hear), 

Sir Herbert Samuel (Lib., Darwen) said the Jewish Community 
deeply appreciated what had been said by Mr. Chamberlain and 
other members. There had been indeed a spontaneous outburst of 
publie feeling in this country,in America,and many other countries 
at what was undoubtedly a piece of religious and racial persecu- 
tion, (Cheers). 


Sir John Simon Replies. 


The Government and the Refugees. 


Sir John Simon, Secretary of the State for Foreign Affairs, 
replying to the debate said; This debate has been especially useful 
because it has expressed the deep, general and I might say, universal 
fecling that is entertained in this country on the recent treatment 
of Jews and other minorities in Germany. I do not think it would 
be out of place if I say now, speaking as a Member of the Govern- 
ment, that it would be a profound mistake for anyone in any country 
to imagine that this feeling is either limited to or instigated by 
members of the Jewish Community. On the contrary, it is a 
spontaneous expression and jit is an inevitable expression of the 
attachment which we all feel fo the principle of racial toleration. 
I do not think that the Government will be expressing the view of 
the country, if I do not associate myself with what bas been said on 
ihis subject. (Hear, hear). I may be permitted to say that these 
recent events in Germany. not only have very gravely troubled 
universal British opinion, but they have as a matter of fact 
presented to the Government here some special problems for which 
the Government have to take responsibility. One effect is that con- 
siderable numbers of people who are endeavouring to leave Germany 
are applying to enter at our ports, and to spend a time, short or 
long, in our own country. The Home Secretary the other day, 
assured the House that in accordance with the time-honoured 
tradition of this country no unnecessary obstacle would be placed in 
the way of foreigners seeking admission. There are, of course, 
practical considerations which must be borne in mind. The 
interests of our own citizens are quite properly put in the forefront 
of the calculation, but for my part I proclaim myself as belonging 
to that school which holds that the admission to this country of 
people of good character who bring their trade and experience with 
them, is a gain to this country. There is another problem which is 
presented by the situation directly to the British Government. It 
arises because of our special responsibility as holding a mandate for 
Palestine towards Palestinian Jews and those who wish to move to 
that part of the world. I am able to announce that the High Com- 
missioner lias authorised an advance of 1,000 certificates for distri- 
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bution to Jewish men and women of the labouring category in 
Germany on account of the Schedule for the half-year commencing 
the Ist April, ante-dated in order that certificates may be available. 
The Schedule as a whole will be determined on the basis of the 
capacity of the country to absorb new immigrants withinthe next 
few days, and will certainly exceed 1,000 certificates. The 
Commissioner bas also authorised the following concessions, which 
cover three points: the allo ation to the British Passport Control 
Officer, Berlin, of blocks of 200 immigration certificates for grant in 
proper cases, without reference to Jerusalem—for allocation to 
Jews in Germany with a capital of not lessthan £1,000. Secondly, 
& liberal review of applications for immigration § certificates 
made = by Jewish citizens (1) who are members of 
certain s<illed trades or crafts and Possess a capital of not less 
than £250, or { a capital of not less than L500, 
provided that the immigration authorities are satistied that- there 
is room for them and that they have enough capital for the occupa- 
tions they propose to follow, and that they are qualitied and physt- 
cally fit for these pursuits Thirdly, the High Commissioner has 
given express orders that there should be considerate treatment for 
applications by German Jews already settled in Palestine for the 
ndmission of parents ov other relatives of theirs 
in Germany.

Lord Melchett’s Support. 


A meeting of the Alliance was held on Thursday in last week at the 
Holborn Restaurant. Mr. Mendel Wood presided. 

A message was read from Lord Melchett regretting his inability to 
attend the meeting, and assuring the Alliance of his hearty support. Hk 
promised to attend the next meeting if he were in London. 

It was decided to continue to advocate the boycotting of German goods. 

Mr. V. C. Gordon, the Secretary of the Alliance, said that at the last 
meeting, it was decided to publish “An Open Letter to Hitler.” Hand 
bitls and posters containing this letter had been circulated and were now 
being displayed in London and the Provinces. In. addition, they hal 
ascertained the names and addresses of the chief manufacturing concerns 
in Germany, and copies of this letter had been sent to them. Member- 
ship forms for joining the Alliance (which was non-political) were now 
ready. lt w AS, said Mr. Gordon, necessary to have an orvanisation si has 
theirs in order to help combat the menace of anti-Semitism in this country, 
as well as elsewhere.

Counter-battery Work on Anti-Semitic Literature.

Atrocities Personally Investigated. 


The banned MANCHESTER GUARDIAN continues its fearless 
exposure of the terror. From a special correspondent in Frankfort 
it publishes another long list of atrocities that have been personally 
investigated. The following are a very small selection: 

“During the boycott a girl was leaving one of the picketed 
Jewish shops (it is not clear if she went in to make a purchase) 
when the Brown Shirt pickets surrounded her and were about to 
take her photograph. ‘The threat to those who bought in Jewish 
shops on Saturday was that their portraits would be published in 
the local newspaper—this would expose them to victimisation and 
probably force them to leave their own districts. A kindly passer. 
by intervened and held up his band in front of the camera. He 
was thereupon beaten by the Brown Shirts and collapsed, bruised 
and bleeding. His condition is grave. 

“ A few days ago a man was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
for spreading the ‘false rumour’ that a Jew had been hanged by 
Brown Shirts—the °* rumour ' as a matter of fact was true: the Jew, 
a certain Mr.——, was beaten by Brown Shirts and hanged by his 
feet. so that his head was suspended off the ground. When the 
Brown Shirts had finished with him he was dead, 

“At Worms a number of Jews were arrested, shut up in a pigsty 
and beaten on the buttocks, so that the flesh was bruised and 
lacerated. They were then made to bit one another. The names 
of three of the victims are known to your correspondent. 

“In a Hessian village a Jew was illin bed with a high tempera. 
ture when Brown Shirts arrived. ordered him to get up and carry 
the Nazi flag through the streets and shout. ‘Hail, Hitler!’ He 
said he was too ill to get up. He offered, under menaces, to comply 
when he was well again. Then he offered money. The Brown 
Shirts took his money, but forced him to get up, nevertheless, They 
made him walk through the village street and shout © Hail, Hitler!’ 
Then he was beaten till he fainted. He was picRed up some time 
after semi-conscious and taken to his home, where he died.” 

In the columns of the same journal occurs the fallowing letter 
from Hanover to a Jew in England: “ L have at last found time and 
oceasion to write a few words to vou. t should be extremely obliged 
if vou would apply to vour Rabbi to inquire of him if it ts at al! 
possible to get three or four young people across. We are nov 
without a sevap of bread. TL wish you could do something to get a! 
least mv husband and sons to England.” A month ago the head o! 
this family was a substantial business man. 

Another letter runs as follows: “A member of my staff has two 
sisters in Germany, both of whom are married to Jews. A day. or 
two ago he heard that they were leaving for England. The maid of 
one of them, with whom hitherto she had had no trouble, suddenly 
announced th:t she was leaving, as she would not serve a wolf in 
sheep's clothing. She demanded wages and her fare home, just as 
if she had received notice, and, as she was a Nazi and the mistress 
was married to a Jew, the mistress paid. Now comes news that bot) 
sisters have been refused visas and are unable to leave Germany.” 

In the course of one of many leading articles on the subject, 
the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN says: “ The Jews in Germany are scape 
goats who are suffering intolerably for crimes they never committed 
And the only possible means of saving them is that all outside 
Germany should unite in expressing their hatred of Nazi anti 
Semitism in such a manner that even the German Government wil! 
recognise, and recoil from, the price which it will have to pay. 


“The Protest Must on no Account Cease.” 

A writer in the DAtLy TELEGRAPH says: “Could any line o! 
action be more cruel than te deprive the bulk of 600,000 people of 
their means of livelihcod, and forbid them to leave the country ” 
If this policy continues, and no outside help arrives. some 600,000 
victims will slowly but surely be starved to death. While this long 
drawn-out atrocity lasts, the international protest against the 
Hitlerite anti-Jewish campaign must on no account cease.” 

Sir: Walter Layton writes in the News-CHronicir: eruc! 
onti-Jewish measures are continued, despite ‘official’ relaxation ot 
their rigour, profound indignation is inevitable not merely in 
foreign countries but among level-headed sections of opinion in 
Germany itself. Indeed, outside the ranks of the Nazis { met no 
one during my visit to Germany who approyed of the policy of 
sweeping exclusion of the Jews from their mé@ans of livelihood. |!

Writing in the SunpAy Rererer on “ History's Lesson for the 
Nazis,’ Bertrand Russell says: “ From the point of view of those 
who fear Germany, nothing better could have happened than what. 
is happening. Spain ruined itself in the sixteenth century by the 
expulsion of its Jews; Germany will ruin itself, both culturally and 
financially, by its present policy. The Nazis undoubtedly do not 
realise that among the men whom they are persecuting are 
contained almost all those Germans who are honourably known 
outside Germany, whether in art or science or literature. If these 
men are compelled to renounce German citizenship and live abroad, 
the rest of the world will be enriched, as it was by the fall of 


Constantinople in the fifteenth century. The loss will be Germany's, 
and Germany’s alone.” 


Refugee German Jewish Scientists, 
From Professor F. A. E, CREW. 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


Sik,—It seems to be the ease that many distinguished scientists 
are being dismissed from their posts on the staffs of Universities 
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and of Research Institutions in Germany for the reason that they 
are Jews. I have yet to learn that they are being dismissed as n 
consequence of any political activity on their part. Many of these 
men are known to me, and for them personally and for their contré 
butions to science | have the very highest respect. Those of us who 
work in science recognise no political boundaries and disregard race, 
\ man is assessed according to the quality of his work. and. so long 
As knowledge is advanced, it matters not that he who has « onquered 
ignorance be of this race or that; scientists throughout the world 
rejoice in his triamph and share in his glory. 

lam not concerned with the fact that now in Germany e rtain 
individuals are being oppressed, but with the much more important 
fact that through this oppression the progress oft science mav be 
nnpeded. There are in Germany to-day a score or more of scientists 
of international reputation whose work is now to be brought to an 
end solely for the reason that they belong to the Jewish race. 

This must not be. Our civilisation has been created by man 
through the application of science to human affairs : without science 
and still more science it must collapse. Gaermany may dismiss these 
men, but the world cannot possibly afford to do without their 
Sse TViccs. 

I wish to suggest that the Jewish Community in Great Britain 
could.do no greater service to this country than to take steps to 
make it possible for these men to come to this country here to find 
refuge and ample opportunity for continued scientific activity. 

I may say that already I have been asked by several young 
hnologists who await dismissal whether or not it is possible for 
them to secure a post with me. Among them are several whose 
coming would add enormously to our strength. But I can invite 
them to come only if I can create research fellowships for them. 
Surely there are among the Jewish Community in this country 
those who, being wishful to help members of their own faith, and 
being eager to see biological science flourish, are able and willing 
to institute such fellowships. I shall be delighted to discuss this 
matter further and in detail with anvone to whom this suggestion 
appeals,

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said that as long as the Jewish people were domiciled every- 
where, living under many different Governments and with no 
central spot to call their own, they were bound to be slaves to the 
different wavs of thought and of living that characterised the lands 
and Governments wherein and under which they lived. They had 
to assimilate themselves to the fashions of their environments. 
Not that this was bad or objectionable in itself; the Jews of 
England must be Englishmen. They had to adopt English manners 
and customs, and they had to conduct their homes on the English 
model, and follow their pleasures on English lines. The danger 
only came in when they forgot their racial origins, and hence 
neglected their sacrosanct traditions. Nevertheless, it had to be 


said that as long as their environment was a non-Jewish one, they , 


were hampered in their efforts to develop the really true Jewish 
spirit. That would only be when they were settled upon what 
was their mational home, breathing in its atmosphere and the 
vlory that lay embedded within it. That, in the preachers 
opinion, constituted freedom to the Jew, but there-was another 
aspect of the whole question. It was necessary for them to 
understand that freedom really meant service—service to duty. 
service to Judaism: loyalty to Jewish beliefs and hopes; helping 
every good cause: and devotion to the furtherance of all. that was 
best and worthiest in humanity. tt was only on those terms that 
the Jews could secure what was so much needed in these critical 
times, namely, strength and solidarity. The Jew in Germany who 
had run away from the faith of his fathers fared no better than the 
Jew whoremained loyal to it. It was common knowledge that many 
of the Jews in Germany became so thoroughly Germanised that thes 
forgot they were .lews: and many of them hid the fact and denied it. 
A Jew could never really change his allegiance. A Jew could never 
escape from what he was. and therefore it followed that the more they 
closed their ranks, the more they worked together, the higher would 
they stand in the estimation of the outside world. The preacher 
concluded by a reference to the fact that out of the present evil they 


might reap one outstanding benetit: namely, that there would be | 


new impetus towards the restoration of Palestine as a haven of 
refuge and freedom to those Jews and Jewesses who were compelled 
to abandon European lands in which they had been settled in what 
they erroneously regarded as safety.

THE KARAITES. 
THE RABBIS SHOES. 


The Karaites were a sect of Jews who revolted 
against Talmudism and the interpretations of the 
Rabbis and songht to follow the Bible to the ex 
cinsion of rabb nical laws. The sect was founded 
by a man named Anan who lived iu the cighth cen. 
tury : and it acquired many followers, especially 
in Mohanmimedan lands, Their teachings were, 
the subject of mune h controversy. and among those 
who took up the caudgels of the rabbis against the 
Karaites was the famous Gaon Saad a who lived 
in the tenth century, The Karaites persisted 
dewn to our own day, and there are still some 
remnants of the sect living in South Russia. But 
they have little influence and are hardly Jews 
at all. 

In connection with the Karaite controversy an 
amusing story is told. There was once a Caliph 
who arranged a disputation between Jews and 
Karaites. Each was to attempt to prove that his 
own faith was the older and whichever side su 
ceeded was to be richly rewarded, The Jews 
were represented by a Rabbi and the Karaites by 
a Priest. 

The Rabbi appeared before the Caliph simply 
clad carrving his shoes under his arm while the 
Priest came in rich robes, The Prince was angry 
with the Jew for comiog before him barefooted 
and asked Wine what he meant by it. “ Thatisa 
mark of honour,” he said. “ When Moses appeared 
before Gad he cast off his shoes.” 

“Very well,” said the Caliph, “but 
you carry your shoes under your arm 

“1 will explain,” said the Kabbi.- “ When the 
Jews stood at Mount Sinai they had to take cif 
their shoes. When they return d from the Mount 
and wanted to recover their shoes, they could not 
find them. A Karaite had boen there and carried 
them off. I was afraid for mv shoes.” 

The Priest became very angry when he heard 
this. “It's a lie!” he exciaimed. “ When the 
Israclites were at Mount Sinai, there were no 
Karaites.” 

“Aha!” retorted the clever Rabbi. “If that is 
so, then we have it out of vour own raouth that 
Judaism is older than Karaism.”

THE RABBIS SHOES. 


The Karaites were a sect of Jews who revolted 
against Talmudism and the interpretations of the 
Rabbis and sought to follow the Bible to the ex- 
ciusion of rabb nical laws. The sect was founded 
by a man named Anan who lived ia the eighth cen- 
tury ; and it acquired many followers, especially 
in Mohammedan lands. Their teachings. were 
the sabject of much controversy, and among those 
who took up the cudgels of the rabbis against the 
Karaites was the famous Gaon Saadia who lived 
in the tenth century, The Karaites persisted 
down to our own day, and there are still some 
remmants of the sect living in South Rassia. But 
they have little influence and are hardly Jews 
at all. 

In connection with the Karaite controversy an 
amusing story is told. There was once a Caliph 
who arranged a disputation between Jews and 
Karaites. Each was to attempt to prove that his 
own faith was the older and whichever side suc- 
ceeded was to be richly rewarded. The Jews 
were represented by a Rabbi and the Karaites by 
a Priest. 

The Rabbi appeared before the Caliph simply 
clad carrying his shoes under his arm while the 
Priest came in rich robes. The Prince was angry 
with the Jew for coming before him barefooted 
and asked him what he meant by it. “ Thatisa 
mark of honour,” he said. ** When Moses appeared 
before God he cast off his Shoes.” , 

“Very well,” said the\\Caliph, “but why do 
you carry your shoes ander your arm?" 

“I will explain,” said the Rabbi. “ When the 
Jews stood at Mount Sinai they had to take off 
their shoes. When they return d from the Mount 
and wanted to recover their shoes, they could not 
find them. A Karaite had been there and carried 
them off. I was afraid for my shoes.” 

The Priest became very angry when he heard 
this. “It's a lie!” he exciaimed. “ When the 
Israclites were at Mount Sinai; there were no 
Karaites.” 

“Aha!” retorted the clever Rabbi. “If that is 
so, then we have it out of your own mouth that 
Judaism is older than Karaism.” 

The Karaite did not know what to reply, so the
